“As much as you want to talk about it,” Cabrera says, 
“you get to a point where, that’s it, it’s over. What else can 
you do? What else can you say about it? That was 2004, 
and you can’t change anything that happened. I try to 
move on.” 

So Cabrera sits in front of his Angel Stadium cubicle, 
chats in Spanish with Vladimir Guerrero — a friend from his 
Montreal days — then goes out and gets on base for the 45th 
consecutive time while banging out a couple more hits, cre- 
ating more distance between himself and the most produc- 
tive 58-game tenure in Red Sox history. 

“A lot of people still ask me if I’m sad that I didn’t sign 
with Boston,” Cabrera says, shaking his head at the thought. 
“T say, ‘no, I’m happy here, and they treat me like family 
here. Everybody is happy with me. Why would I be sad 
that ’'m not with another team?” 

Midway through his second season in Southern Cali- 
fornia, the Angels are the ones who would be sad to see him 
somewhere else. Typically regarded more for his defense 
than his bat, Cabrera was hitting .307 after 66 games and 
in the midst of one of his best offensive season. 

Cabrera says his success at the plate this year is all 
about time and space. He’s finally feeling completely com- 
fortable in the American League after departing Montreal 
for Boston midway through the 2004 season. 

“You can say that I’ve been feeling more confident at 
the plate, more comfortable. I’ve been seeing pitches better. 
I’ve been memorizing the way (American League pitchers) 
pitch, it was just a matter of time.” 


The stylish Cabrera is dressed in a green t-shirt with “San 
Francisco” scrawled across the front, matching green sneakers, and 
denim jeans. The clothes are from Bench, his own streetwear line, 
and can best be described as urban hipster. 

Cabrera also has a bounce in his step, something that could 
be attributed to the fact that he is just 18 hours removed from a 
walk-off single that gave the Angels a 3-2 win over Kansas City. 

But Cabrera isn’t walking on air because he’s basking in the 
afterglow of a game-winning hit. In truth, Cabrera is a force of 


positive energy almost as regularly as he is a style maven, which is 
to say most every day. 

Cabrera says positive thoughts and positive results are inter- 
connected. 

“T believe coming up with the game on the line is a win-win 
situation.” Cabrera says. 

“Baseball is really hard, and the hardest part of a really hard 
game is hitting. Hitting is really hard. Every time you get a base 
hit to win a game, whether it’s a walk-off homer or a double, peo- 
ple are going to recognize you. And they are going to forget 
about all the times you failed in the same situation. It’s so hard to 
get a base hit in that situation, because you are usually facing the 
closer, who is one of their best pitchers. Just get a hit, I look at it 
win-win so I don’t put pressure on myself. I just try to put the ball 
in play.” 

He’s approached his career with much the same point of view. 


Now that he’s a fixture in the No. 2 hole in the 
Angels batting order, opposing pitchers have no place to 
put him. 

“Orlando has really settled into the role that we've 
asked him to play hitting second,” Angels Manager 
Mike Scioscia says. “Getting acclimated to the Ameri- 
can League took a little adjustment period, but 
Orlando’s very comfortable now.” 

Hitting after Chone Figgins and before Vladimir 
Guerrero and Garret Anderson has provided Cabrera a 
comfort zone. 

“It’s an advantage,” he says, “having Vladdy and 
Garret hit behind me. They don’t want to get in trou- 
ble working me with those two guys behind me, so they 
give me a lot of strikes. I’m aggressive and sometimes | 
get the pitch that I want to drive.”

The 
all-time record is 84, established by none other than Ted 
Williams. The streak, however, has left Cabrera non- 
plussed. 

“T didn’t even know they had this stat,” Cabrera 
says with a laugh.

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A non-drafted free agent who was signed by Montreal in 1993, 
Cabrera never really envisioned great things for himself. Nei- 
ther did anyone else. 

“A lot of things,” he says, “if you look at it on the positive 
side, most of the time they are going to go your way. Look at my 
career: I’ve never been a big prospect or had big expectations. So, 
every situation I’ve been in is win-win for me. I try to do my best, 
try to work hard. In situations like that I try to do as much as I 
can. 

Since leaving Colombia over a decade ago, Cabrera has 
enjoyed living in Montreal, Boston, and the greater Los Angeles 
area. But Cartagena, Colombia, will always be home. 

“Always,” he says emphatically. “There is something about 
Cartagena that always brings me back.” 

Cabrera’s big league success has made him a big-time celebrity 
back home. 

“In Colombia, most everybody recognizes me,” he says. “I still 
live in my hometown, and it’s a completely different life for me 
there.” 


Cabrera says his hometown is like “a small Miami Beach.” 
“Cartagena is on the ocean,” he says, “on the north coast of 
Colombia. It’s beautiful, and it’s kind of like the window to 
Colombia. A lot of people that start their own business, start it in 
Cartagena. They want to be recognized by everybody, so they start 
in Cartagena.” 

Cabrera rolled out his own business back in 1997 when he 
landed in Montreal for 16 games. He says he was lucky to have 
had his brother, Jolbert, precede him with the Expos. 

“I was fortunate in that when I got here, I was playing with 
my brother in Montreal. He knew English at that time, so he 
would teach me. I was really fortunate, not too many people have 
that kind of an advantage.” 

Cabrera believes his experience in Colombian winter leagues 
also gave him a leg up. 

“When I signed, every time I came back home, I played win- 
ter ball. That’s what you really need. By the time I came here, I 
was experienced to play with guys at Double-A and Triple-A. I had 
an advantage, and that took me to the next level fast.” 

By the fall of 2004, he was riding a duck boat through the 
Charles River in Boston, where he now has a golden ticket to 
every establishment from Fanieul Hall to Harvard Square. 

Not that he has any plans to cash in on it. 

“It’s really behind me now,” says Cabrera, who hit .379 to 
help Boston overcome a three-games-to-none deficit in the ’04 
LCS against the Yankees. 

Everyone from Dan Shaughnessy to Stephen King wrote a 
book about the Red Sox’ miraculous 2004 season. But Cabrera 
wonders why anyone would want to read the same book, over and 
over again, even if it has a great ending. 

“In baseball,” Cabrera says, “anything you do, positive or neg- 
ative, you have to turn the page. If you don’t do that, it’s going to 
be tough and you might carry something throughout your career. 
When I do something good, I try to turn the page, even faster 
than when I do something bad. I like to start with a clean page.” 

Like cab ride or a meal in Boston, a new chapter is something 
that’s priceless to Cabrera.©

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who have been watching Kennedy turn himself 
into one of the top second baseman in baseball have 
not overlooked his accomplishments. In fact, it is 
not just his ability to make all the plays that impress 
them. 

“He has been a solid player for as long as he 
has been here,” Angel Hitting Instructor Mickey 
Hatcher said. “He’s a gamer. He's one of the guys 
that set the tone, especially for the young guys 
when they come up here. He's one of the first 
guys on the field every day. Kennedy’s about win- 
ning and I think that’s great. When you have play- 
ers like him and Ersty (it’s great). Kennedy has 
come through as one of the veteran guys and he has 
been a leader out there. That’s what we have been 
missing; we need those guys to step up.” 

Kennedy’s greatest attribute, Hatcher said, 
cannot be measured. 

“He does not like to lose,” Hatcher said. “You 
take things for granted and the other guys step it up and say ‘we 
are better than that’ and Kennedy is one of those guys. You can 
count on him going out every day and trying to win. He hustles 
in and out of the field; he hustles on the base paths. Every time 


he’s out there, from the first inning on he’s out there to beat you.” 

As the Angels hitting coach, Hatcher has helped Kennedy 
improve his swing. 

“He has leveled it off a bit from last year and he has worked 
hard with it,” Hatcher said. “He's one of those guys that have a 
good idea. He can break down what he did wrong and make 
adjustments from at-bat to at-bat and he has really been able to do 
that.” 

Angel Manager Mike Scioscia has been quite pleased with the 
continued progression of his second baseman. 

“Adam has certainly turned into the core of this club the last 
three or four seasons with his ability to lead on the field while 
playing such a demanding position and playing with the offense 
that he brings,” Scioscia said. “He has been a big factor in our suc- 
cess the last couple of years.” 

He may have been a major contributor to the Angels success 
the last few seasons, according to his manager his progress shows 
something else as well. 

“From the first day we saw him,” Scioscia said, “to where he 
is now, it reinforces our belief in what hard work can do. The 
work that he put in was incredible; the amount of improvement 
that he has showed makes us all feel good because it’s a textbook 
example of a kid with desire, working hard to improve his skills to 
reach that of gold glove caliber. He has good tools, but he has 
turned himself into a better player, especially on the defensive 
side.” 

While Kennedy is happy with his progress to this point, by 
no means is he satisfied. And that’s why he’s always improving. 

“Tt has been okay but I think I can get better,” Kennedy said. 
“One thing you hope to do when given a chance is learn from 
your experiences.” 

One of the biggest things he has had to learn and he has done 
it well is learning his role on this team and how he fits in that role. 


“T’ve learned about the importance of certain things in the 
game on both the defensive and offensive side,” he said. “The role 
that you have in the game, the way the things should be, that’s 
what has been instilled in me and has stayed with me.”

It does not matter to him where he is in the lineup either. He 
realizes now that in the American League especially, the bottom of 
the lineup plays an important role in the outcome of the game. 

“It’s important. You have your superstars in Vladdy 


and Garret,” Kennedy said, “but most of us have a role on the 
team and we have to understand the importance of that. I am for- 
tunate to have a role in this lineup to this point, even being at the 
bottom of the lineup, a role is a role. 

“In this league, it (hitting ninth) is very important because 
there aren't too many good teams that are giving away outs. The 
offense rolls around from the bottom to the top. You can’t expect 
to compete with two-thirds of a lineup.” 

He has spent most of his career being productive from that 


very important spot in the batting order, but on occasion has been 
moved up. When that happens to a player quite often they 
might try to change their approach at the plate and it backfires on 
them. Kennedy is aware of that potential problem and for the 
most part tries to keep everything the same. However, he admits 
it can be difficult. 

“No matter where I am,” he said, 
do. I can’t all of a sudden become a power hitter because I’m hit- 
ting third. You have to do what you can personally do to help the 
team regardless of where you are in the lineup.” 

Playing small ball is a style of play that very much suits 
Kennedy’s skills and he really enjoys it. 

“We are not all blessed with power,” the 6-0, 185-pound 
Riverside product said, “so you try to do what you can do best. 
For a guy like me, you have to be able to bunt and stuff like that 
to stay in the lineup. 

Being able to play this style of ball takes a lot of work and 
practice not to mention experience. It is not something that 


“T have to do what I can 


comes naturally. 

“You try,” Kennedy said, “you keep working at it. It doesn’t 
matter how long you have played, you have to keep working at it 
to keep it sharp. You need to make sure you can get it done, the 
experience doesn’t matter you have to be able to do it. Making sure 
you get the bunt down, make sure you get the ball in play on a hit 
and run and moving runners over.” 

However, experience has been a major factor in his overall 
improvement. 

“If I didn't learn,” Kennedy readily admitted, “I wouldn't be 
around anymore. I’ve tried to keep getting better and keep learn- 
ing to solidify my spot on this team.” 

Solidifying that spot and becoming an everyday player is 
something that Kennedy n not only has worked hard at but takes 
pride in as well. 

“That’s the goal of every player; you want to be a part of a 
good team. Even though you don't play everyday, you still have 
that important role. You want to be an important part of a good 
team, 


Having to deal with the team with high expectations that is 
struggling can be quite a challenge but it is something that the sec- 
ond baseman realizes comes with the territory and that there is 
only one way to handle it. 

“It's good to be on a team with high expectations,” the Cal 
State Northridge alum said. “It’s frustrating when you don’ play 
well, but you don’t see anybody with their heads down here, 
there’s nothing we can do. Bottom line, if you have a good team, 
youll be there in the end.” 

Playing ball in the major leagues also brings about a certain 
amount of pressure, but according to Kennedy it is pretty much 
all in a day’s work. 

“There is pressure every day,” Kennedy said. “ The pressure 
is coming from the job. That’s just part of the game day in and 
day out. There is pressure to perform every day and especially dur- 
ing the game; it’s just part of what we love to do.” 

The expectation level does not get any higher than the one 
that players place on themselves and Kennedy is part of that 
group. 

“Tm sure it’s pretty much like that; you expect to be perfect, 
to get a hit every time and you expect to field every ground ball 
and win every game, but it’s just not possible.” 

Since coming to the Angels, Kennedy has enjoyed the ride of 
a lifetime. 

“To win the World Series very shortly after (coming to the 
Angels) with the team we had, it was the identity of who we were.

On May 21, 2003, Arte Moreno was introduced as the third owner in Angels’ franchise 
history. Prior to his acquisition of the Angels, his entrepreneurial talents transformed a 
small company into an outdoor advertising industry giant. 


As owner of the Angels, Moreno’s impact has been immediate. He has guided the 
Angels with a big market approach which led to two American League West Division 
championships and three consecutive seasons drawing over three million fans, resulting 
in a combined home attendance of 9,841,457. In just two years, his support of General 
Manager Bill Stoneman and the Baseball Operations Department has culminated in 
the key free-agent signings of 2004 A.L. MVP Vladimir Guerrero, 2005 Cy Young Award 
winner Bartolo Colon, Kelvim Escobar, Steve Finley, Orlando Cabrera, Esteban Yan and Paul 
Byrd. 


The 2005 season culminated with the Los Angeles Sports Council awarding Moreno as 
the Los Angeles Sports Executive of the Year. Earlier that year, Time Magazine named him as one of the 25 Most Influential Hispanics 
in America (Aug. 2005). 


In the community, Moreno is dedicated to the support of many causes. Under his leadership, the Angels established the Angels 
Baseball Foundation in June 2003. The objective of the Foundation is to focus on initiatives aimed to create and improve 
education, health care, arts and sciences, and community-related youth programs throughout the region, in addition to providing 
children the opportunity to experience baseball and its positive attributes. 


In addition to his responsibilities with the Angels, Moreno is also a member of MLB's. 21st Century Baseball and Marketing 
committees. In May 2005, he was elected to the Little League Foundation Board of Trustees, an organization that helps offset the 
a annual costs of operating Little Leagues in all fifty U.S. states and more than seventy other countries for more than 2.7 million ins i 
participants. Moreno has also helped fund the first domestic Baseball Academy, in Compton, California, consisting of two baseball ey 
fields, one softball field and a youth field. 


Moreno is not new to the game of baseball. In the mid-80s, he was among a group who owned the former single - A Salt Lake 
Trappers of the Pioneer League. Under his group's ownership, the Trappers went on to win three championships and established 
a record 29 consecutive wins. He later was an original minority investor in the Arizona Diamondbacks, and was a former part owner 
of the NBA's Phoenix Suns. 


A native of Tucson, Arizona, Moreno grew up working in his parents’ print shop, where they published a Spanish-language 
newspaper. From there he served his country in Vietnam as a member of the U.S. Army. After his tour of duty, he attended the 
University of Arizona, graduating with a Bachelors of Science degree in Marketing. 


In 1973, Moreno went to work in the outdoor advertising business. Starting at the bottom, he worked his way up to senior | 
management at Gannett Outdoor. In 1984 he entered into a partnership at Outdoor Systems, a small Phoenix-based billboard 
= company and, through aggressive acquisitions and savvy management, built it into the largest outdoor advertising company in North 
America, including the U.S., Canada and Mexico. Under his leadership, Outdoor Systems became the first outdoor advertising company 
to go public in 1996. In 1999, the company was sold to Infinity/CBS and in 2000 merged with Viacom. 


A respected businessman and loyal family man, Moreno and wife Carole are active in their own philanthropic efforts. They 
established the Moreno Family Foundation, which supports non-profit organizations focusing on youth and education. 


The Morenos are the parents of three children and split time between homes in Phoenix and Southern California.

Kuhl has over 30 years experience in the Outdoor Advertising industry, starting in 1973 as an account 
Executive with Eller Outdoor of Phoenix, AZ.

He oversees all marketing, promotions and ticket sales for the 
Angels organization. 

Prior to joining the Angels, Carpino spent 17 years with Viacom Outdoor, an outdoor advertising firm, where 
he oversaw $200 million in sales for the Western Region. 
Before joining Viacom Outdoor, Carpino spent five years (1982-86) in Tucson, AZ, and Chicago, IL, working for 
Whiteco Metrocom Billboard Company, serving as an account executive and sales manager. 


Carpino, 47, was born in Chicago, Illinois. He is a 1982 graduate of the University of Arizona with a degree in Business Administration. John 
and his wife Elizabeth have three children (Nicolas, Mia and Matthew) and reside in Laguna Beach. 


VICE PRESIDENT AND GENERAL MANAGER 


Bill Stoneman enters his seventh season as Vice President and General Manager of the Angels after being named the ninth General Manager 
in club history on Nov. 1, 1999, Stoneman is responsible for the overall baseball operations of the club, including player personnel, scouting and 
player development. He previously served as Vice President, Baseball Operations for the Montreal Expos, with financial and administrative 
responsibilities for all baseball operations aspects. 


Under Stoneman’s administration, the Angels captured a World Series championship in 2002, the franchise's first A.L. West crown in 18 years 
in 2004 and the club's first-ever back-to-back titles with another division championship in 2005. The Angels have reached the post-season in 
three of the last four campaigns. Prior to the 2004 season, Stoneman and the Angels landed 2004 AL MVP Vladimir Guerrero and 2005 Cy Young 
Award winner Bartolo Colon. 


As a player, Stoneman pitched for eight seasons in the major leagues, compiling a 54-85 record with 46 complete games, 15 shutouts, five saves 
and a 4.08 ERA in 245 games (170 starts). He began his professional career in 1966 and appeared in the major leagues with the Chicago Cubs 
(1967-68), Montreal (1969-73) and California (1974). Stoneman was selected to the 1972 National League All-Star team, pitching two innings at 
the Mid-Summer Classic in Atlanta. 

Stoneman was the 10th selection by Montreal from Chicago in the 1968 expansion draft. While with the Expos, he pitched two no-hitters: against the Philadelphia Phillies at Connie 
Mack Stadium, April 17, 1969 (7-0 score), and the New York Mets at Jarry Park, Oct. 2, 1972 (7-0 score). The first no-hitter came 10 days after the Expos made their debut. Stoneman 
enjoyed his best season in 1971 with the Expos, posting a 17-16 mark with 20 complete games and a 3.15 ERA. He also struck out a career best 251 batters, Stoneman had his contract 
sold to the Angels April 4, 1974, and posted a 1-8 record and 6.14 ERA in 13 games (11 starts) with California, before retiring as a player during that season. 


Following his retirement from baseball in 1974, Stoneman joined Royal Trust, a Canadian financial institution, first working in Montreal and then in Toronto. He returned to 
baseball Nov, 14, 1983, joining the Expos as Assistant to the President. Stoneman was then appointed Vice President, Baseball Administration, Sept. 8, 1984. 


A native of Oak Park, IL, and raised in West Covina, CA, Stoneman attended Mount San Antonio Junior College in Walnut, CA. He received a Bachelor of Science (Education) degree 
from the University of Idaho and a Master's degree in Physical Education from the University of Oklahoma. Stoneman was inducted into the University of Idaho Alumni Hall of Fame 
in Feb. 1998 and, along with his wife Diane, contributed a scholarship endowment in 2005 to the University for physical education majors. 


Stoneman and his wife Diane reside in Orange and have two grown children, a daughter Jill and son Jeff.

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Angels catcher Jose Molina was no different 
when he signed his first contract with the Chicago 
Cubs after they drafted him in the 14th round of the 
1993 amateur free agent draft. 

“They gave me my first crack at professional ball,” says 
Molina. I played in the rookie league and I was excited just to 
know that I was a professional, it was amazing.” 

Between 1993 and 1997, Jose bounced around between the 
Florida State League and the Midwest League and didn’t earn a 

_ promotion until the end of 1997. Although it took him a while to 
begin climbing the ladder, once he began the ascent he moved up 
quickly, starting the year in Single-A Daytona, and ending up in 
Towa with the Triple-A club. 

In 1998, Molina spent the entire year at Double-A West Ten- 
nessee where he hit .222 in 310 at-bats with only two home runs 
and 28 RBIs. The next year, he returned to West Tennessee for a 
few games and’spent the majority of that season in Triple-A, but 
that wasn't his last promotion. : 

When the rosters expanded in September of 1999, Molina 
received a call up to “The Show.’ After all of those years toiling in 
the minors, all of his hard work finally paid off. In his short stint 
with the Cubs, he was able to collect his first’Major League hit 
and first RBI. 2 

The following season, Molina didn’t receive a call tothe 
majors and decided to make a change. After that season, Molina 
joined his brother Bengie with the Angels, signing a minor league 
contract. — 

He responded by setting minor league career highs in almost 
every category. Jose hit at a .300 clip with a .348 on-base percent- 


F with 5 home runs and 31 RBIs in half 
season in Triple-A. He was called up in 
2001 for his most extended look at the 
Majors when his brother Bengie was placed on 
the disabled list. In 15 games, he was able to hit 


a respectable .270, including his first Major League 


~mr_ home run on May 10th against the Chicago White Sox’ 


Rocky Biddle. 


That same year, one of Molina’s most memorable career 
moments came in July. Things were starting to look up for the 
long-time minor leaguer. 

“I made my first All-Star team in 2002"before coming up to 
the majors and helping the team reach the World Series,” says 
Molina. While a minor league All-Star team selection might not 
receive as much publicity as an MLB selection; the selection was 
a reward that Molina had been looking for. 

After 10 years of bouncing around in the minors, making the 
All-Star team was the culmination of the hard work and sacrifice 
that Molina had made. He had not only made progress on the 
field, he had made adjustments off of it as well that helped him 
along the way. Molina points to the way he has matured over the 
years as a key componentthat has helped his development. 

“Dealing with the ups and downs of the game had to do with 
maturity,” says Molina. “Maturity in life and in the game of 
baseball. When things go bad, they are not going to stay that way. 
Early in my career, I had a bad attitude, but I learned from my 
mistakes and look at me now, (I’m having a successful Major 
League career).” e 

All of his hard work paid off before the 2006 season when he 
was awarded a two-year extension that would keep him with 
the Halos through the 2007 season. With a little security now in 
his pocket, he can continue to be a strong presence behind the 
plate.

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friendly facilities, Angel Stadium of Anaheim 
has a long and storied history. The Angels 
began calling the facility on the corner of State 
College and Katella home in 1966. Back then it was 
known as Anaheim Stadium. 


Renovations to Anaheim Stadium began Oct. 1, 1996, reverting the 30- 
year-old structure back to a baseball-only facility and renamed Edison 
International Field. The total cost for the stadium renovation was estimated 
at $100 million and the project was completed in time for the Angels 
Opening Day, April 1, 1998. 

Anaheim Stadium had been the home of the Angels since their move 
from Los Angeles following the 1965 season. The stadium opened April 9, 
1966, as the California Angels hosted the San Francisco Giants in an 
exhibition game. The franchise's first American League game was April 19, 
1966 vs. the Chicago White Sox. The Los Angeles Angels played at Wrigley 
Field in 1961 and Chavez Ravine from 1962-65. 

The original Anaheim Stadium seated 43,204 (later 43,250). The 
stadium underwent construction in 1979-80 for additional seating to 
accommodate the Los Angeles Rams of the NFL. Upon completion in 1981, 
the stadium seated 65,158 (later 64,593) for baseball. The Rams left 
Anaheim for St. Louis, MO in 1995. Angel Stadium of Anaheim has a seating 
capacity of approximately 45,030 for Angels regular season games. 

Other unique features of Angel Stadium include terraced bullpens in 
the outfield, widened concourses, new restroom and concession areas, a 
spacious and modernized press box and broadcast booths, family-oriented 
Seating sections, state-of-the-art club-level and dugout-level suites, the 
Pepsi Perfect Game Pavilion (a youth-oriented interactive game area) and 
landscaped courtyards (with statues in remembrance of Gene Autry and 
Michelle Carew). 

In addition, Angel Stadium includes three full-service restaurants: The 
Knothole Club (a sports bar located at the club level down the right field line); 


ne of baseball’s most beautiful and fan 


The Diamond Club (an upscale restaurant with outdoor seating on the field 


level behind home plate); and the Home Plate Club (an indoor restaurant on 
the club level overlooking the main entrance to the ballpark). 

The following organizations were involved in implementing the 
transition of Anaheim Stadium into Angel Stadium: Walt Disney 
Imagineering, which served as the manager of the design and construction; 
HOK Sports Facilities Group and Robert A.M. Stern Architects, which were 
responsible for the architectural planning, design and renovation; and Turner 
Construction, which directed and provided construction services. 

Anaheim Stadium was home to the Angels for 32 years, beginning with 
an April 9, 1966, exhibition contest vs. the San Francisco Giants and 
concluding with the final game of the 1997 season, a 4-0 loss to the Texas 
Rangers, Sept. 28. After an Aug. 31, 1964 groundbreaking ceremony, 
Anaheim Stadium was completed in 1966 at a cost of $24 million. The 
facility's centerpiece was a giant A-frame scoreboard standing 230 feet high 
and was the source of the stadium's nickname, “The Big A.” 

With a seating capacity of 43,250, Anaheim Stadium was built with 
“Convenience, Comfort and Courtesy” in mind. Narrow foul territory areas and 
quickly-rising decks gave fans an up-close view of the action. Gradually-inclined 
ramps, escalators, wide aisles and helpful ushers as well as three surrounding 
freeways, 26 entrance lanes and 28 exit lanes added to the Big A’s accessibility. 

Anaheim Stadium underwent construction to enclose the stadium in 
1979 for additional seating to accommodate the football Rams. Seating 
capacity was increased to 64,593 for baseball and more than 70,000 for 
football. A total of 108 executive style boxes were added to surround the rear 
of the Club Level. In addition to the Stadium Club, there were two other 
private dining areas designed for groups — the Stadium Pavilion and the 
Football Press Box. 

At that time, the Big A board was preserved and moved to the edge of 
the parking lot adjacent to the Orange Freeway behind the right field area. 

When the Rams left for St. Louis, Anaheim Stadium’s primary tenant 
remained the Angels, who originally signed a 35-year contract (through 
2001). Renovations began Oct. 1, 1996, to revert the 30-year old structure 
back to a baseball only facility. Total cost for the renovation was estimated 
at $100 million.

Brad Penny and Derek Lowe continue to anchor a tough Dodgers rotation as they make their way towards the top of 
the National League West. 


In his first season as Tampa Bay’s manager, former Angel bench coach Joe Maddon has phe- 
nom starter Scott Kazmir and outfielder Jonny Gomes doing all they can to help the Devil Rays in a 
very difficult division. 

Kazmir, 22, has used his live arm to mow down hitters since he came up to the Majors 
two years ago and is doing so at a rate of nine strikeouts per nine innings. 


Since getting his first extended look at the highest level last year, Gomes has 
done nothing but produce. In 2005, he hit 21 home runs in only 348 at-bats and 
has continued that production pace in 2006. 


Although the Indians are in one of the toughest divisions in the league, the team has under performed after showing glimpses of 
being a championship caliber team. 
While several players are having tremendous individual years, the numbers are just not translating into wins.

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key member of three Angels teams 
that won more than 90 games, for- 
y mer right-handed starter Kirk 
McCaskill, a veteran of 12 big league sea- 
sons with the Angels (from 1985-91) and 
the Chicago White Sox (1992-96), was not 
always a home run to be a Major League 
pitcher, even though he had the skill and 


desire. 


An All-America selection as a hockey player at the Univer- 
sity of Vermont, McCaskill — who as a center/ right wing was 
the runner-up for the Hobey Baker award (college hockey’s 
player of the year) in 1981 and played pro hockey for the Sher- 
brooke Jets (American Hockey League) in 1983-84 — there was 
a time when the Canadian-born McCaskill thought he might 
have been a better fit for the Kings than the local baseball out- 
fit. 

Born in Kapuskasing, Ontario, McCaskill was the first col- 
lege player taken in the 1981 NHL Entry Draft by the old

Winnipeg Jets. In fact, he was a roommate then of goalie Brian 
Hayward, now the Ducks’ color commentator on TV. 

Of course, if McCaskill’s face had been exposed much 
longer to flying pucks, his appearance on People Magazine’s 50 
Most Beautiful People list may never have come to fruition. 

Celebrity magazines and hockey sticks aside, McCaskill 
made the decision in 1984 to concentrate on baseball exclu- 
sively. Having been drafted by the Angels in the fourth- 
round (88th overall) of the 1982 amateur draft, McCaskill as 
a 24-year-old made his Major League debut on May 1, 1985. 

Signed by former long-time Angel coach Joe Maddon, that 
rookie season saw McCaskill win 12 games...and he made a lit- 
tle history when one of his pitches hit former Angels star 
Don Baylor — the 190th time Baylor had been plunked, a new 
A.L. record. 

One season later, McCaskill was the winner of 17 games 
and he made his first trip to the playoffs. 

That ’86 season was probably the best season of 
McCaskill’s 12-year career. He went 17-10 with 202 strikeouts, 
10 complete games and a 3.36 ERA as the Angels won the A.L. 
West. He also, on June 25, 1986, threw a one-hitter against 
the Texas Rangers. 

That time in McCaskill’s career was also the beginning of 
a five-year period when the 6-1, 196-pound McCaskill ranked 
in the Top-10 in the A.L. in ERA three times.

Wearing his familiar No. 15 jersey, McCaskill with his repertoire of 
pitches was one of the crown jewels of an Angel farm system that produced 
Devon White, Mark McLemore and Jack Howell (whom he played with for 
seven seasons) at about the same time. 

The next season, the 1987 campaign, saw McCaskill miss most of the sea- 
son due to surgery to remove bone chips. However, he re-bounded big-time 
soon thereafter, winning 15 games and posting a career-low 2.93 ERA in 1989 
as his Angels contended for the divisional title much of that season. 

He also in ’89 came close to another no-hitter before Toronto's Nelson Liri- 
ano spoiled the ‘no-no’ in the ninth inning with a pinch-hit double. 

McCaskill would go on to pitch two more seasons for the Angels before 
signing with the White Sox as a free agent in December of 1991. Before his 
time with the Angels organization had ended, however, he had won 78 games 
(which ranks seventh best in franchise history) and posted 11 shutouts (tied for 
eighth). He also ranks tied for sixth in starts, eighth in innings pitched and 
ninth in strikeouts. 

McCaskill made more history in September of 1990 when he served up 
back-to-back home runs at Anaheim Stadium in the first inning to the Seattle 
father-son duo of Ken Griffey, Sr. and Jr., the only time a father-son combina- 
tion ever achieved this feat. 

In his first season with Chicago McCaskill won 12 games. However, in his 
final four seasons he won a total of 16 games as he worked almost exclusively 
as a reliever his final three years (he had worked out of the bullpen only three 
times as an Angel in seven seasons). 


Pitching in 380 career regular season games, McCaskill won 106 of I 
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them, and he competed in five post-season games with both the 
Angels (1986) and the White Sox (‘93). 

He threw his last pitch at age 35 on July 20, 1996, at old 
Comiskey Park. 

Following his playing career, Kirk Edward McCaskill, 
now 45, was inducted into the Canadian Baseball Hall of 
Fame. The second most-accomplished NHL draft pick when 
it comes to a career in the big leagues — only fellow pitcher 
Tom Glavine (a 1984 draft selection by the Kings) went on to 


more success on the baseball diamond 
— McCaskill ranks No. 2 behind Fer- 
guson Jenkins on the wins list for 
MLB pitchers who were born in 
Canada. 

The son of former NHL player 
Ted McCaskill, who also served as an 
extra in the movie Slap Shot, Kirk 
held dual U.S.-Canadian citizenship 
throughout his career. He settled in 
the Phoenix area when he was 14 years 
old when his dad retired after playing 
for nine pro hockey teams, including 
the Los Angeles Sharks of the now- 
defunct World Hockey Association. 

Now, McCaskill remains busy in 
the Southland. He and his family — 
wife Dana and their three children, 
sons Riley, Reese, and Bennett — live 
in Rancho Santa Fe. After his retire- 
ment as a ballplayer, McCaskill stayed 
active in baseball at the grass-roots 
level when he became president of the 
local Little League association. ©

After accumulating only 102 at-bats, and hit- 
ting eight home runs during that time, he returned to the Angels 
on May 8 and has been a solid contributor to the lineup since 
then. 

Asked if he made any adjustments in the minors to once 
again reach the Majors, McPherson replied: 

“T think it was just a matter of getting into a rhythm, getting 
at-bats, seeing some pitches and proving that I was healthy and 
being able to play every single day for nine innings while not hav- 
ing to hold back. I focused on recognizing pitches and forming a 
game plan before I went up to the plate.” 

The Angels hold McPherson’s bat in such high regard that 
they had him begin fielding grounders at first base during spring 
training and into the season. While he has only played a handful 
of games at the new position, he feels comfortable enough there 
to provide another option for Manager Mike Scioscia. 

“Playing first base is a much different angle and you're much 
more involved in every play.” says McPherson. “You're always 
going somewhere; whether it’s going to first base or trailing a cut- 
off man, youre involved a lot more than you would be at third 
base. 

“ve had a few games at first base this year and I havent 
screwed up too bad,” says McPherson with a grin on his face. 

With a number of players going down to injury, McPherson 
has become an even more critical component of the Angels 
lineup. While Casey Kotchman and Darin Erstad have missed sig- 
nificant action on the field, he has been able to come in and put 
up the kind of numbers that the team expects of him. 

Upon his return to the Majors, McPherson struggled in 
May, hitting near the Mendoza line for nearly a month. Once the 
calendar turned to June, his bat began to heat up and through the 
Angels’ last home stand, he was hitting at a .333 clip for the 
month. This recent surge in production has also seen his on-base 
percentage jump up by almost 70 points.

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The young McPherson 
knows that he has to prove to 
the coaching staff that he can 
produce consistently at the 
Major League level, but he 
knows that he has to stay 
within himself and concern 
himself only with the things 
within his control, a sign that 
he is maturing not only as a 
player, but also as an indi- 
vidual. He, just like the rest 
of his teammates, knows that 
he has an important role on 
this team and doesn’ feel like 
he has to carry them offen- 
sively. 

“We all have to pick 
each other up,” says McPher- 
son. “That’s why there are 
nine batters in the lineup and 
four or five guys on the 
bench. I don’t think it’s up to just one person to pick up an 
offense.” 

While he is learning more and more each day, McPherson 
still has room for improvement, which can only make the Angels’ 
faithful giddy with anticipation of a breakout campaign. Angels 
Manager Mike Scioscia is one of those individuals eagerly waiting 
for that time. 

“Dallas McPherson has an incredible amount of upside that 
we hope we're going to see,” says Scioscia. “He's made a lot of 
strides in doing some things. We talked to him about plate disci- 
pline and maybe balancing out some of his strikeouts and walks, 
and he’s working hard at it. Lately, we've seen a little more 
patience at the plate from him, and if he can get into that men- 
tality, he’s going to get better pitches to hit.” 

He’s certainly off to a good start which was aided by a 
strong foundation that was built both before he was in the 
Angels system and during his time in it. 

“There were definitely a couple of people who were instru- 
mental in my development as a young player,” says McPherson. 
“My dad, and one of my hitting instructors, Todd Takayoshi, who 
is now the Angels minor league roving catching instructor, played 
a huge role in my minor league career by teaching me how to hit 
with wooden bats and how to approach everyday play; those 
were the two guys that really made a difference.” 

Now in his second extended season with the team, McPher- 
son can focus more on what happens on the field instead of 
just trying to get back onto it and applying what he had learned. 

“The biggest difference is that I’m healthy and I’m learning 
every day by getting the playing time,” says the young slugger. 
“Last year, I was concentrating more on how I could stay on the 
field and avoid injuries while trying to figure out pitchers tenden- 
cies. Now that I’m better adjusted towards big league life, I 
know what to expect.” 

While the word ‘potential’ has been used several times when

the 569th overall, has been making quite a 

name for himself as he works his way 

through one of the deepest systems in the 
league. 


Drafted out of the University of Massachusetts, outfielder 
Nick Gorneault has shown steady progression while displaying a 
potent bat during his minor league career. A career .300 hitter, the 
27 year-old had his finest year in 2005 during his first full year at 
Triple-A Salt Lake. 

Gorneault led the Pacific Coast League with 108 RBIs and 
led the Stingers with 26 home runs and 26 doubles on their way 
to a 79-65 record in 2005. He has been consistent on each stop 
along the way 

After beginning his professional career with Rookie League 
Provo, he earned a promotion each year until reaching Triple-A. 
Now in his second year in Salt Lake, Gorneault, currently sidelined 
with a fractured left patella, is looking for that last promotion, a 
promotion that will make a dream become a reality. 

The Massachusetts native has done nothing but solidify his 
place in the system with his performance with the Salt Lake 
Bees. Through 65 games, Gorneault once again leads the team in 
both home runs and RBIs. 

While he may not possess the power or the ability to hit for 
incredibly high batting averages, he is nonetheless still regarded 
within the organization as one of the many young prospects 
with a bright Major League future. 

“Nick is a tremendous person and athlete,” says Angels 
Director of Player Development Tony Reagins. “He has demon- 
strated an ability to drive in runs, hit for power and a play qual- 
ity defense. He is a run producer and should help the organization 
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at a higher level in the not so distant future.” 

Not one to take things for granted, Gorneault recalls that his 
most memorable baseball moment was the last game of his colle- 
giate career. Because that may have been his last season on a com- 
petitive level, he made sure to leave a lasting impression with his 
.369 batting average in 2001. 

It was a lasting impression indeed. When Angels scout Jon 
Bunnell signed him at the end of his college career, he saw a pro- 
ducer, someone who consistently created runs for his team. 

Since then, not only has he continued his baseball career, he 
has thrived on every level, and will soon be on baseball’s biggest 
stage. ©

Television Play-by-Play Announcer

pepe Physioc then slips out of a muted houndstooth jacket and set- 
“ tles into the front row of television booth No. 2 in the press box 


~ at Angel Stadium, a place he refers to as “his office,” this time to 
talk about himself instead of the team on the field. — 

He's been calling big league games for 21 years now, the last 

11 with the Angels, but Physioc still brings a sense of wonder and 

excitement as he looks forward to a midweek game with the 

Royals. “I get paid to look out the window of my office,” he says, 

referring to the press box, “and watch Major League Baseball.” 

Physioc, who grew up in Shawnee Mission, Kansas, can't 
imagine anything better. He majored in radio and television at 
Kansas State, looking forward to the day he would spend his sum- 
mers as a big league team’s play-by-play announcer, and his win- 
ters doing an assortment of college football and basketball games. 

That day arrived in 1981 when he got his big league break 
calling Cincinnati Reds games alongside Marty Brenneman and 
Joe Nuxhall. 

Perched in what might be the best seat in the house, clad in 
a crisp cream-colored shirt and dark, patterned tie, his blond hair 
impeccably coiffed, Physioc looks every bit a man at the top of his 
field. It’s a long way from his humble broadcast beginnings in 
Hastings, Nebraska. 

“I started at the very bottom,” Physioc says, his words tinged 
with the kind of pride that comes only when paying one’s dues is 
a memory. “While I was in college, we had a 10-watt radio station, 
and I worked there. I also got $5 a game for local high school 
games. I did Hastings College games. When I got to Kansas 
State, I did their radio games — I was two years removed from 
college. I spent four years in Topeka, and then four years in 
Cincinnati where I had my Major League opportunity with the 
Reds.” 

Since then, Physioc has been the voice of everything from 
Vancouver Grizzlies basketball to Stanford football. He’s also 
called the action for the Golden State Warriors, Cincinnati Ben- 
gals and Louisville Redbirds. 

Physioc admired Royals announcer Fred White and leg- 
endary St. Louis Cardinals play-by-play man Jack Buck while 
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Like Hudler, Physioc has a way of looking at the bright 
side of both baseball and life. When network television took 
over World Series broadcasts in 2002, Physioc was left without a 
microphone during the most dramatic time in Angel history. 
Physioc’s professional loss was his personal gain. 

“My favorite moment that I always go back to (from 2002) 
is when the Angels beat the New York Yankees (in the Division 
Series),” Physioc says. “I looked over at my 16-year-old daughter, 
and she was sobbing. I thought, ‘this is cool, I get to experience 
this with my wife (Stacey) and our two children (daughter Ryan, 
and son Kevin) and their love of Angels Baseball.” 

Physioc says his values can be boiled down to “the three F's; 
family, faith and friends.” He views his crew as a sort of extended 
family. While Physioc says that as the play-by-play man it’s his 
“responsibility to send the game in a certain direction,” he 
believes a broadcast is a collaborative effort. 

Physioc knows he’s not in Kansas — or Hastings, Neb., — 
anymore. 

“Here in Southern California,” he says, “we are spoiled in that 
we are the media capital of the entire world. Because of that, we 
have the top audio guys, we have the top graphics people, the top 
camera people, the best producers and the best directors in the 
business.” 

That talent pool stretches to the microphone, too. “One of 
the real challenges broadcasting in this marketplace,’ Physioc 
says, “is the impact of three Hall-of-Fame broadcasters in Vin 
Scully, Bob Miller and the late Chick Hearn. That’s a tremendous 
challenge to live up to because those are three of the greatest 
broadcasters there have ever been.” 

True to form, Physioc has been good for the environment.® 
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
